N  THE  London  Borough  of 
Havering  support  for  the  British 
National  Party  is  most  definitely  on 
the  increase. 

One  issue  in  particular  on  which  the 
BNP  stance  is  proving  popular  is  the 
campaign  against  the  sell-off  of  green 
belt  land  by  the  Tory  council  for 
housing  development. 

Parks  and  play  areas  in  Romford, 


Collier  Row  and  Hornchurch  are 
already  under  threat  but  this  is  the  tip 
of  the  iceberg  with  the  council  wanting 
10,000  new  houses  built  by  2020. 
Residents  from  Abbs  Cross  Lane 
approached  the  BNP  for  assistance 
when  their  elected  councillors  refused 
to  help  them  in  their  battle  with  the 
local  authority. 

Local  British  National  Party  activists 
quickly  engaged  the  services  of  a 


solicitor  and  launched  a  petition  on 
the  Downing  Street  website. 

They  also  found  that  the  land  under 
threat  is  home  to  many  kingfishers 
which  are  a  protected  species, 
providing  another  issue  for  the 
campaign.  A  local  petition  collected 
3,000  signatures  in  just  five  days  and 
to  inform  the  public  what  was  going 
on,  large  banners  were  set  up  on  the 
site  condemning  the  Tories  for  selling 
off  the  land.

THE  PRICE  of  petrol  at  the 
pumps  has  been  driven  up 
not  by  a  shortage  of  supply, 
or  by  fears  for  that  supply 
caused  by  America’s  military 
adventures  in  the  Middle  East  - 
but  by  City  speculators. 

The  latest  price  rise  has  been 
caused  entirely  by  City  “hedge 
funds”,  placing  multi-million-pound 
bets  that  petrol  prices  will  rise. 
These  bets  -  called  “commodity 
price  futures”  -  often  cause  what 
they  bet  on  to  actually  happen. 
How  the  price  of  oil  could  be  driven 
up  by  speculation  was  realised 
by  Goldman  Sachs  analyst  Arjun 
Murti.  He  announced  that  by  canny 
betting  on  the  futures  markets,  he 
and  his  fellow  speculators  could 
push  up  the  price  of  oil. 

Following  his  lead,  commodity 
speculators  for  the  three  hedge 
funds  AHL,  Aspect  Capital  UK 
and  Winton  Capital  Management 
were  able  to  use  more  than  £15 
billion  from  the  funds  that  they 
control  to  raise  the  price  of  oil. 
The  scam  netted  hedge  fund 
bosses  even  more  millions  in 
bonuses  and  all  of  it  paid  for  by  the 
motorist  at  the  petrol  pump.

The  rest  went  to  the 
Treasury  in  tax. 

50.4p  of  every  £1  you  pay  for  petrol 
goes  in  fuel  duty  and  17.5p  in  VAT. 
And  that  was  made  even  worse  when 
the  Government  slapped  on  an  extra 
2p  a  litre  in  duty  back  in  October. 

The  increase  has  hurt  the  ordinary 
motorist,  but  the  effects  are  worse  on 
people  for  whom  the  price  of  fuel  is 
crucial  to  earning  a  living  -  such  as 
farmers  and  small  road  hauliers. 

Fuel  costs  for  the  average  farmer  with 
500  acres  have  gone  up  by  £1 0,000  in 
the  last  two  years. 

The  price  of  diesel  bought  by  Road 
Haulage  Association  members  in  bulk 
has  gone  up  from  73. 9p  a  litre  to  87. 8p. 
Jack  Semple,  the  organisation’s  Policy 
Director,  observed  that  “the  anger 
and  frustration  among  our  members  is 
rising  as  fast  as  the  price  of  diesel”.

All  the  various  agencies  involved 
with  looking  after  the  family  since 
their  ordeal  have  agreed  that  they 
urgently  need  to  be  re-housed.  The 
police,  the  probation  services,  social 
services  and  the  family’s  doctor  are 
all  concerned  about  their  welfare  and 
are  at  a  loss  as  to  why  they  are  being 
treated  in  this  way  by  their  council. 
But  the  Tories  at  Havering  Town  Hall 
just  don’t  seem  to  care. 

The  family  approached  the  BNP  to 
see  if  the  Party  could  help  and  Mark 
Logan,  the  secretary  of  Havering 
BNP,  told  Freedom  of  their  efforts:

IRST  it  was  the  Nimrod  MRA 
which  was  causing  concern, 
and  now  it’s  the  RAF’s  Puma 
helicopters  after  a  mystery  crash 
while  on  exercise  in  Iraq. 

An  RAF  Puma  helicopter  crashed 
near  Baghdad,  killing  two  SAS 
commandos  and  injuring  two  other 
military  personnel.  Experts  do  not 
believe  that  the  crash  was  caused  by 
enemy  or  friendly  fire  and  point  to 
the  possibility  of  mechanical  failure. 
The  Puma  is  the  oldest  helicopter 
operated  by  the  RAF,  and  Gordon 
Brown  has  already  faced  a  grilling 
over  the  age  of  the  aircraft  involved 
in  the  crash  -  which  was  believed  to 
be  even  older  than  the  crew  members 
on  board. 

Chinook  helicopters,  which  were 
meant  to  systematically  replace  the 
Puma,  were  last  ordered  by  John 
Major’s  Conservative  Government

BRITISH  Antarctic  Survey  (BAS) 
scientists  using  Europe’s  ERS 
satellites  to  track  the  flow  rate  of 
over  300  ‘ice  rivers’  have  concluded 
that  Antarctic  Peninsula  glaciers  are 
melting  than  ever  before! 

Reporting  in  The  Journal  of 
Geophysical  Research ,  the  BAS 
scientists  have  calculated  that  this 
group  of  glaciers  alone  is  currently 
contributing  about  0.05  mm  a  year  to 
global  ocean  height.  One  warned: 
“The  Antarctic  Peninsula  has  experi¬ 
enced  some  of  the  fastest  warming 
on  Earth,  nearly  3C  over  the  last 
half-century.  87%  of  its  glaciers  have 
been  retreating  during  this  period  and 
now  we  see  these  glaciers  are  also 
speeding  up.”

BRITISH  Antarctic  Survey  (BAS) 
scientists  using  Europe’s  ERS 
satellites  to  track  the  flow  rate  of 
over  300  ice  rivers’  have  concluded 
that  Antarctic  Peninsula  glaciers  are 
melting  than  ever  before! 

Reporting  in  The  Journal  of 
Geophysical  Research ,  the  BAS 
scientists  have  calculated  that  this 
group, of  glaciers  alone  is  currently 
contributing  about  0.05  mm  a  year  to 
global  ocean  height.  One  warned: 
“The  Antarctic  Peninsula  has  experi¬ 
enced  some  of  the  fastest  warming 
on  Earth,  nearly  3C  over  the  last 
half-century.  87%  of  its  glaciers  have 
been  retreating  during  this  period  and 
now  we  see  these  glaciers  are  also 
speeding  up.” 

An  earlier  study  by  BAS  scientists 
utilised  more  than  2,000  aerial 
photographs  dating  from  1940,  and 
a  further  100  satellite  images  from 
the  1960s  onwards,  to  measure 
the  change  in  the  position  of 
glacier  fronts  over  time.  The  study 
concluded  that  the  vast  majority  of 
glaciers  are  in  retreat. 

The  latest  findings  would  seem 
to  indicate  that  the  cause  of  the 
flow-rate  increase  is  the  result  of 
melting  of  the  lower  (coastal  plain)
